PROBLEM OF REVIVING AMERI-
CAN COMMERUE,

From the N, Y. Herald,

Tho national Congross, which commenoes
ita soasion in Washington next Monday, will
bave many and great questions to deliberate
on—questions of foreign and home policy,
qnaul&un.ﬂ of finance, guestions of tariff and
internal revenue: but we think we are not ex-
agperating when we say that, so far as con.
porng the grandeur and prosperity of the
metropolis, Congress will have befors it no
question of greatar importance than that of
restoring American commerce to the prond
yosition which it U\'\‘-llllil'll fifteen YOurs ago.
‘}o our renders know that whereas in 1551 the
tonnage of the United States had reached
about five and a half millions—somewhat in
excess of the tonnage of England-—it hns
sineo fallen oft to four million three hundred
thousand tons, and that of England has in-
cresged to seven wmillion three hundred thon-
sand ? The fact is a startling one, and par.
tioularly when the statement is added that of
the tonnage which we still possess only about
one-fourth is ocenpied in the foreign trade,
and even that chiefly in the scavenger work
of supplying Europa with the gnano of Pern.
Weo do not to-day possess n single stenmer
plying between New York and any l-‘.ur:)pr'-gm
lmrl,‘irul have surrendered the whole foreign
commerce of ont port to the English, the
I'rench, and the Germans,

Many causes have operated in producing
this disheartening state of things., As My,
fLow, one of our most enterprising ship-
owners and merchants, stated befora the
solect committea of Congress, which has boen
racently collecting information on the sub-
joot, “‘It is easier to explain the causes of
our deoline than to snggest a remedy.” The
causes assigned before that committee were
various, the prineipal ones being the gradual
rovolution that has been effected in ships,
from the wooden sailing vossel and side-wheel
steamer to the iron sailing vessel and serew
stoamer—a rovolution in which we took no
part, preferring to cling to the sailing vessel
and the wooden side-wheol stenmer; the pre-
forence in freights and insurances given to
the iron vessels over Lhe wooden ones; the
difference in the cost to the English merchant
of his vessel and that of his to the American
merchant; the high duties paid on materials
entering into the constraction of American
ghips, which materinls are froe of dntyin
Fngland; the advantage which the Eaglish
have over us in gotting all their ships’ stores
out of bond fres of dnty; the differencsin
the rates of wages; the disadvauntase under
which our deprecistod currency placed us;
the failure of our Government to subsidize
staamship lines in competition with the Eng-.
lish and French; and, finally, the generully
prejudicial effact of our high protective tarift,
All these, with the exception of the first, are
causes which it is in the power of Congress
to remove or mitigate: and as to the first, we
suppose it may be safcly lefi to the intelli-
gonece and enterprise of vur shipbuilders and
shipowners,

But notwithstanding Mr. LoWw's remmrk as
to the cause boing iore easily discovered
than the romedy, there hus been no lack of
suggoestions as to the romedy,  These sugges.
tions may be condensed into three principal

on They are—first, the removal of all
f;g' ative restrictions on the purchase of
foreign ships and on their aduussion to
American registry: second, the granting of
liberal subsidies by our Government to steam-
ship lines; and, thirdly, the allowance of a
drawback of duties on all matorials entering
into tha construction aud outfit and mainte-
nance of ships. It will be reandily understood
that these propositions are not cqually favored
by the two great interests that are mosl
cl{maly involved in the question-—tha ship.
owning and the shipbuilding interests, The
shipowners, as a eluss, may be set down as in
favor of all three, The shipbuilders are and
will bo opposed, to the bitter end, to what is
termed free trade in ships, They say, and
with much foree and reason, that it would he
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the finishing blow to the now langnid
and tottering  interests  which they
represent; and  that it would not
only be ruinous to that interest, but

wonld be seriously detrimental to the nation
at large in closing up all the shipyards, send-
ing the ship mechanics ont of the country
or to other occupations, and thus depriving
the Government of its most ugeful and indis-
pensable artisans in case of war with a naval
power, On the other hand, the shipownors
do not believe that, even with the allowanece
of a drawback, thae shipbuilders of this coun-
;? can compete with those of England. As

r. Weslervelt, formerl one of our
groatest shipbuilders, stated before the com-
mittes, “‘The days of wooden ships are
ended; and to build wooden ships would be
labor lost.” The shipowners say; “‘Let us
buy our ships where we can buy thewm cheap-
est; and if Ameriean ships can be produced
as cheap as foreign ones, of course wo will
give our own the preforence.” Some of onr
principal shipbuilders, including Mr. Webl,
of New York, and Mr. McKuy, of Buoston,
have expressed the fullest confidence that if
they are put, in regard to the'cost of mate-
rial, on an equal footing with the great iron
shipbuilders on the Clyls and the 'L'yne,
they can, notwithstanding the dispacity of
workmen's wages, produce as gvod and as
cheap ships as their Foglish rivals, All that
they ask 18 a fuir field and no favor,

THE FMPEROR'S CHECKMATE.

Whilo the foes of the-Becond Ewmpire are
trying to persnade the world (hat they have
left the Emperor no pluce to stand upon, they
are suddenly surprised to find that he has ont
the ground from under their own feet. This
wntiou has now been repanted so often, that

rench Liberalw might save themselves many
disappointments by always going in expecta-
tion of il. But they are Ir-ﬁ astray by those
fascinating theories about his bodily and
mental ruin, They publish articles to prove
that the Ewperor cannot possibly live six
months longer, and that hs is the vietim of
innumerable horrible complaints, which keap
bim in constant torment. By way of rolisf
to his sufferings he every now and then takes
a red hot poker and cauterizes his own baok,
Btories of this kind ciroulate in every Pari-
sinn oafe, and are, as is well known, even sant
abroad for the entertnimment of forsigners,
The ¢ pposition, in faot, picture the Emperor
to themselves ns i worn-out, decrepit, broken.
down old mun. When he comes forward and
makes a speoch full of his old fire and vigor,
and anticipates all the really popular parts of
their own programme, they are of couras im-
mensely astonished. Ever‘ybmly will admit
that his address to ths Clorps Legislatif on
Monday was a remarkable effort for a dying
sy to wake.

Two things are clear—first, that the Ew-
Poror s no wore likely now thun he over was

to abandon the field to his enemies; and,
socondly, that revolutionary schames at pro-
sont stand no ghanca of sucocess. The Hm.
peror understands the temper of the times—
an advantage of which few rnlers of Franoe
could ever boast. He sees quite plainly that
the bulk of the French people would shrink
back in alarm from any thotght of & now
revolution, while at the same time they earn-
estly desire to sea liboral principles exercis-
ing a more decided influence upon the courss
of the Government. They want reforms,
but they do not want another Republic. The
Ewmperor's speoch is n very olever echo of
their own opiniony, He is qguite right, and
they know it, in  saying that “'it ix
not onsy to establish regular and poaceful
liberty in France.,” They are alarmed at
the vision of the excesses foreshadowed by
the Red Republican organs. When,
therefore, he says to the Corps Legislatif,
“I'rance wantg liberty with order—order 1
answer for; help me, Messieurs, to secure
liberty"—when he talks in this strain, the
vast majorily of the people see their own
ideas caught up and forcibly expresssd, anid
thoy necessarily sympathize with the speaker.
The wild projects, the rough moenaces, the
unbridled violonce of the revolutionists cun.
not prevail against a ruler who simply says:
“You are enjoying prosperity now; trost in
me, and 1 will seours you in the possession of
it." The Emperor understands the pr.-..)rlv,
and how to appeal to their interests, far bet:
ter than all his adversaries put together,

The reforms which are now promised are
not 5o thorough as the “Reds” demandod, bat
0 far as they go, thoy will be extromely no-
ceptuble to the people. They are soocial
rather than political reforms, and beeause
they are of that nature, the poorest in the
land will be able to appreciate them. The
popnlar vole is to be renderad more powerful
than ever, and the vangs of universal sulfrage
is to be extended. Measnres are to be taken
for the development of primary edueation,
for placing justice more at the command of
pour men, for extending the advantages of
suvings banks to the humbler classes—per-
haps on the model of the excellent post office
savings banks in Englind, which enable o
man to deposit money in any town or village
where there is & post office, and to withdraw
it afterwards in any other town where he hap-
pens to be, Government standing the security
for principal and interest. Husides these
mensures,  which are but faintly

skotehed in the felogrmumn, there is to  ba
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an  inerease of swall salaries in  publie

offices; observe that it is always the

middle and lower clusses which the Emporor
chiefly strives to pleage. Tnmane regnlationy
aro to bo mude for contrelling the labor of
clildren, agrioultural interests lo receive
attention. nnd the enstoms and excise daties
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will be revised, This may not be an nmbi
tious dish to sot before the people, but unde
niably it is a very substantial one. 1L s

THE PETRIFIED GIANT,
Prom the N, Y. Tribuie,

The great stone fellow found at Cardily con-
tinunes to stimulate the minds of tho savants.
Some will have it that he once walked and
breathed in all his buge proportions; and if
wo do not keep too striet a rein upon the
imagination, we way conjecture anything
that be was the identioal Goliath; that he was
one of the large and cruel villains destroyed
by nimble little Jack; thal he fignred in the
Trojan wars; that he was distinguished in the
old fights with the immortal gods; that if we
had but eyes to find it, his whole biography
in his pre-petrified state is to be found in some
nursery volume of fairy tales—his life in his
onchanted castle, his koen scent for the blood
of Englishinen, his mysterious ‘‘fe-fo-fi-fum”
dinleet, his enormons doings and his colossal
darings in general! Unfortunately, the men
of science who will allow us a goad, eomfort-
able belief in nothing marvelons, and who, for
all their microscopic eyes,see nothing uncom-
mon in the most uncommon things, have been
serutinizing the giant of Cardiff with remorse-
less precision, and have come to the conclusion
that as a giant he mever roared, fought,
stalked, killed, and devonred, being no more
thau a connterfeit presentmnent or simuldaciruin
of a giant, and & confoundedly modern char-
acter even at that. The petrifaction theory,
under this cool manipulation, has prefly com-
pletely exhaled. Mr. Palwer, the seulptor,
has taken n professionnl view of the monster,
and Mr, Palmer does not think that the stone
was ever warm and living tlosh.  lle knows
what the tools of his evart will do, and the
marks which thear unse lesves belind them,
and these murks Lo finds “as pluin a8 can be,
and some of thein, where the legs join, ox-
ceadingly fresl. " As for the little pin-holes,
out of which the bristles of the giant have
been Htll![_uuhl«l to bave aprovted, Me Palmer
refers them “‘to the netion of some ohemienl
in the earth,” In some parls of the statue
are aigns of the emwployment of tools in com.
mon nse at this time among senlptors, *A
veritable statue,” suyvs this eminent stutuary,
“but elearly no petriied gioaat.’

The news of tlhe discovery of this lapide-
ons enigma, thit Colombisn male sphinx, of
course reached in time the Smithsonian Insti-
tute, and occasioned a mild and regulated
ouriosity in that dignified seat of secienve,
Professor Baivd was moved to write for in-
formation to Dr, Boynton, of Syracuse, stat-
ing that he hod been excoedingly botherad
by “‘conflicting statements, “Of conrse,”
siys the Professor, “the petrifaction theory
18 too absurd to talk abont,” A ecareless re-
mark which demolishes all e fine romanoes,
and raises the denco with onr historieal reve-
ries and pre-Adawmite spie ilations, Dr, Boyn-
ton makes hot haste to veply with eruel dis-
tinetness:—""The absurdity of the existenco
of petrified hwmun fosh, or giants of stone
that ouce lived,” it snch that Dr. Boynton
would not spoak of it, weye uol **the commu-
nity agituted to the core.” But he
does speak of it, and he knogks the
Titan into pebbles, The big creature
1 merely ‘‘a reclining statue, oarved
from gypsum.” Not an ancient statue eithor.
If it bad been o petrifaction, & gypsum giant,
it would have been washod away long ago,
At first, Dr, Boynton was dispesed to be rovo-
rent and liberul, and to admit that the image
wuk #b least sbout 300 years old; now be
thinks that it may Lave been buried about-—
gh! whal a coming down! —about throo

yoars! ‘The young humbug, it is trne, has an
old appearance, but this has been eaused *‘by
the dissolving action of water,” which the
Dactor thinks might have been accomplished
“‘in n few months,” The scientific probabi-
lity in that the glant has boen under the wsod
about 371 days. It is evident that Dr. Boyn-
ton's experiments have lod the petrifaction.
ists into most embarrassing proximity to the
yoar of our Lord 1569,
Weo shall endeavor to await with exemplary
patience the full development of this hard,
old mystery, or porhaps we shounld speak more
roperly if we called it a soft and new one.
Ve wish it to bo distinetly understood that
we have no ill feeling against the giant him-
solf, whatever may bo his age, and whother
he has passed from life to limestone or not.
But if the image wns buried but lately, the
man who buried i may be living; and weé oall
upon him to come forward and make a full
and circumstantial confession before our
archrologista get to fistienfTs— ml'lt_mu, in-
deoed, the w lll)’i‘l' nffair i o hl'l!‘l"lllllll!ll. fl!l‘
ihe suecess of which n continned silenco is

neceshary.

Sehooppe had *purchased prussic acid at two
different places within fifteen days prior to
the doath of Miss Stennecke;” and, thirdly,
because a suspicion of forgery attachos to
two papers subseguently oftered by theo nl-
loged enlprit, '

To these propositions we reply, firstly, that

toxicological annlysis Is not a matier of
“‘theory, ” but of positive demonstration. As
repards the partioular case in guestion, the

uierest tyro in physiological chemistry should
know that sulphurie acid (the reagent em-
[J!l_l}'ﬂl by Dr. Aiken), aoting upon nilro-
genized animal matier, wonld be ||iu~i!\l' to
give the *“‘test” of more than the “trace” of
hydrooynnie acid clabmed to have been de-
toeted, and that enough evanogen commonly
exisds in the saliva nloue fo form priadsic acid
under approprinte chemionl conditions.  Far
from two “sets of eéxporvimontalists™ being
opposed to ench other in this instance, the
testimony at the trial showed so conclusively
the fallacy of the tests employed that the
evidence with rogard to prassic acid was
abandoned by the proseention: and since that

T'o the third point adduced agnainst the con-
demned man. we wonld answee simaply that
whether lie comuitted forgery or not has
nothing to do with the charge of murder, on
which nlone he was tried. The former offansa
is not, we helieve, a capital erime under the
laws of Pennsvlvania, and, even if it were,
Dr, Schoeppe hos not been indioted for it.

We entirely fuil to soo the strength of our
correspondent’'s plen, that the condemnation
of one probably innocent man should be al-
lowed to offset the “‘unacconntable pardons”
of numerons “notorious eriminals;” and we
find no reason to alier the opinion we have
already expressed with regard to Governor
Geary's action in this affair.
